The San Francisco Art Association presents to the public its Fifth Annual 
Watercolor Exhibition, which includes watercolors, pastels and tempera on 


paper. 


This ts a typical exhibition of today—extremely varied in technical expression 
as well as in point of view and subject matter. The increasing interest in 
San Francisco annuals is indicated by the large number of entries received 
from artists of other States. It is stimulating that each year new names appear. 
The quantity of work submitted was very large and the task of selection a 


difficult one. 


This year the Jury of Selection used the electric voting machine for registering 
their decisions on each work submitted. Use of this machine eliminated all 
discussion of the works and thus prevented the unintentional influencing of 
one juror by another. The jury consisted of artists of many points of view. 
Each was free to exercise his judgment in making his selection through this 
method of balloting. It is hoped that those artists who are not represented 
will remember that the jury’s choice can be only a point of view expressed 


by the majority of a group of artists who have done their best to be rigidly just. 


A distinguished school of watercolor painting is fast springing up in Cali- 
fornia. Everything possible (through purchase) should be done to encourage 


these artists to produce more outstanding works. 


Awards were made through a systematic method of balloting which will be 


outlined in the Art Association Bulletin in the near future. 


A vote of thanks is hereby given to those who have made monies possible for 
awards, and to the Museum Staff for their untiring cooperation in making 


this Annual a success and for the ample space allotted for hanging the 


exhibition.
